Three measures are used to define traffic in Kent County: Average
Annual Daily Traffic (AADT), Level of Service (LOS), and Vehicle Miles Trav-

eled (VMT).

AADT calculates the average number
of cars that are on the road throughout
the year. To get the AADT, you take the
Average Daily Traffic (ADT) and adjust
if for the Seasonal Adjustment Factors
(SAF). DelDOT (Delaware Department
of Transportation) uses 61 Automatic
Traffic Recorder Stations throughout
the state to record the traffic counts

each day.
